Car  Insurance 
To  Be  Debated 
Next  Meeting 

The  ASBYU  Senate  is  hesitat- 
ing to  make  the  recommendation 
of  mandatory  automobile  liability 
insurance.  Debate  has  been  post- 
poned until  next  Monday,  with 
the  hope  that  opinions  will  come 
out  of  the  studentbody. 

Some  Senators  expressed  in 
last  night’s  meeting  that  there 
were  students  who  reacted  nega- 
tively to  making  the  recom- 
mendation. The  Senate  agreed  to 
give  them  more  time  to  debate  on 
the  issue  within  their  dormitor- 
ies and  classes. 

Senate  meetings  are  open  to 
students.  Those  who  are  interest- 
ed in  the  subject  may  go  to  the 
next  meeting.  They  may  speak  at 
the  meeting  only  if  they  contact 
the  Senate  president  before  it 
starts,  said  President  Vince  Breg- 
lio. 

Or,  they  may  call  on  their  Sen- 
ators this  week  to  give  their 
views. 

A resolution  prepared  by  Sen- 
ator Jim  Mortensen  reads:  “ . . . 
be  it  resolved  that  the  Senate 
recommend  to  the  Administra- 
tive Council  that  automobile  lia- 
bility insurance  be  made  manda- 
tory for  all  BYU  student  driv- 
ers.” It  was  supposed  to  be  de- 
bated last  night. 

A Senate  committee  found  out 
two  weeks  ago  that  20  per  cent 
of  the  5,900  student  cars  on  cam- 
pus are  without  liability  insur- 
ance.

To  Help  The  Indians 

In  the  recent  times  a certain 
amount  of  enthusiasm  has  risen 
alK)Ut  the  American  Indians  on 
campus.  Apparently  much  atten- 
tion has  begun  towards  this  dy- 
ing race,  probably  because  it  is 
felt  that  they  have  a particular 
job  to  fulfill  for  the  few  righteous 
people  on  our  land. 

There  appears  to  be  dishar- 
mony though,  between  the  ad- 
ministrators and  executors  of 
this  new  movement.  On  the  one 
side  the  movement  is  enforced 
and  on  the  other  side  reluctance 
seems  to  act  against  the  move- 
ment. The  administrators  want 
to  display  a good  cause  in  en- 
forcing the  movement,  “To  help 
the  Indians,”  yet  the  executors 
seem  not  to  see  clearly  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  administrators. 
Whether  the  executors  see  the 
objectives  but  are  not  familiar 
with  the  procedures  to  use,  or 
they  have  the  necessary  tools  to 
carry  out  the  objectives  but  are 
reluctant  to  use  them,  appears 
to  be  yet  seen. 

We,  as  American  Indians,  and 
maybe  some  other  group  as  we, 
are  in  the  depths  of  poor  schol- 
arship. Too  many  individuals  ask 
why,  and  those  who  feel  that 
they  have  an  answer  express 
some  opinion  yet  never  attempt 
to  carry  out  any  program.  It  is 
true  that  it  is  hard  for  most  In- 
dians to  achieve  success  at  the 
same  rate  as  the  rest  of  the  stu- 
dentbody,  because  too  many  of  us 
do  not  command  the  normal  lev- 
el of  scholarship  production 
which  the  university  demands. 
For  most  executors,  this  makes 
us  unfit  for  college  life.

the  speech  as  relatively  moderate 
in  tone,  but  U.  S.  chief  delegate 
Adlai  E.  Stevenson  said  it  con- 
tained “harsh  cold  war  talk.” 

In  a statement  issued  through 
a spokesman,  Stevenson  said  the 
world  objectives  of  the  Soviet 
Union  apparently  remain  un- 
changed. 

HE  ADDED  that  “even  self- 
defense  and  aid  to  countries  to 
protect  their  security  and  inde- 
pendence is  wrong  and  illegal  if  it 
interferes  with  Soviet  aggressive 
ambition  to  communize  the 
world.” 

“I  hope  this  cold  war  talk  is 
more  progaganda  than  policy, 
and  that  the  Soviet  Union  really 
does  want  better  relations  and 
progress  toward  peace  and  secur- 
ity.” 

His  statement  was  much  sharper 
than  the  reaction  of  Lord  Cara- 
don,  the  British  delegate,  who 
said  he  was  encouraged  by  hear- 
ing Gromyko  stress  the  need  for 
strengthening  the  United  Nations. 
Roger  Seydoux,  the  French  Am- 
bassador, said  Gromyko  alterna- 
ted between  a tough  and  soft 
line. 

APPARENTLY  Stevenson  was 
frked  by  Gromyko’s  strong  criti- 
cism of  the  U.  S.-backed.  multi- 
lateral nuclear  force  (MLF)  as 
opening  the  way  for  nuclear  wea- 
pons “to  slither  all  over  the 
world,”  and  criticism  of  the  U.  S. 
policy  in  South  Viet  Nam  as  mil- 
itary interventon  which  risks 
peace  in  Southeast  Asia  and  per- 
haps the  world.
